UPSETS PLANS 


Co-Operation ion Of English. 
Speaking Nations Nullifies 
Tokyo-Berlin-Rome Axis

LONDON, Nov. 8.—Italy's ad- 
hesion to the Japanese-Germzn 
anti-Communist pact, while not 
unexpected, comes to Britain like 
a sharp lightning flash tending to | 
markedly clear the international 
atmosphere. It is recognised as 
an extension of the Rome-Berlin 
exis, which now projects to 
Tekyo, and which may soon at- 
tract other minor powers. 

The pact does one thing at least; 
it effectively demonstrates that the 
right wing dictatorships, alone 
among the people of the world, be- 
lieve, and practice collective secur- 
ity. From their viewpoint it has 
already paid substantial dividends, 
and they undoubtedly have great 
hopes that these are only beginning. 

The immediate effect of this de- 
velopment on British foreign policy | 
has restricted one field. There is 
every indication now that the in- 
itiative in negotiating an Anglo- 
United States agreement is being 
lifted out of the hands of the min- 
isters of the Board of Trade, Dom- 
inions and Colonial offices, and 
taken up by the fureign office. 


REAL SIGNIFICANCE 


The real significance of Hon. An- 
thony Eden's pledge to support this | 
treaty at Geneva, plus his statement | 
in the House of Commons last week | 
that he would gladly travel to Mel-! 
| bourne or Alaska to obtain United | 
! States co-operation if a trade agree-| 
ment resulted, has ceased to be!

A timetable of the negotia- 
tions obtained from _ reliable 
sources this morning, calls for the 
completion of the treaty, including 
all preceding announcements re- 
quired by law at Washington, by 
next March. 

This will mean that official an- 
nouncement of the negotiations 
will have to be made by Washing- 
ton early in the new year.

“A person isn't even safe in his!

their curiosity aroused by the body- 
snatching. 


GRAVE COVERED 

“They have been coming here in 
a steady stream since before 10 
o'clock this morning,” said Ken 
Stevenson, cemetery superintendent, | 
who discovered the grave-robbery 
at 2 p.m, Saturday. 

There was little for curiosity- 
seekers to see. The despoiled grave 
had been covered over with a coarse 
canvas and those who touched it 
were warned away sharply by care- 
taker Stevenson.

Mr. Hitler would like , 
between Japan and China, acc 
statements from a “trustwc 5 urce” in Ber- 
lin.

As between the two arbitrators China 
might fare no worse at the hands of Hitler than 
at the hands of a committee of powers that had 
no “punch” to back up its decisions, 


CRIME ON THE PRAIRIES 


Crime increased upwards of 25 per cent last 
year in Alberta and Srskatchewan, while in 
two of the maritime previnces it decreased, and 
the remaining provirves showed little change. 
Candid critics in the other provinces may now 
proceed to tell us what a Godless and lawless 
lot of people wz: in these two provinces are, 
They may even resurrect the tradition of the 
“wild and woolly West” that never was, and 
suggest we are keeping up the record with fidel- 
ity worthy of a better cause. 

But it may be hoped they will not overlook 
one fact that has direct bearing on the subject. 
These are the two provinces which have been 
hardest hit by the twin evils of depression and 
poor crops, of which depression was the worst 
because it was a product of man’s stupidity. 
Hard times put a heavy strain on morale, and 
morals, in any community and whatever the 
cause. But when to the vicissitudes of nature 
there are added the aggravations of unpayable 
debt, exorbitant interest rates, and an uncom- 
promising demand that people live up to the 
letter of contracts they cannot keep, what won- 
der if to some the process of patient industry 
seems useless and there is a tendency to law- 
lessness? 

The “sweet” uses of adversity are mainly 
apparent to those who stand on the side lines 
in comfort and security. To the victims, pov- 
erty and impositions are not blessings. These 
things do not encourage good conduct, self-re- 
Straint, and that temperateness in all things 
which keeps men clear of the law—and which 
is not always maintained even by those who 
have assured incomes and are not harried by 
debt collectors and tax demands. 

Increased crime on the prairies is mainly 
the reaction from hardship long drawn out, 
much of it due to injustice perpetrated by greed 
A part of the guilt belongs to those whose ex- 
actions have driven hard-up people desperate.

Many of those developing gall bladder 


troubles become interested in this organ. The 
gall bladder is a small storage sac or pocket on 
the under side of the liver, in which bile is both 
stored and made more concentrated, 

It is much smaller than the average person 
imagines it to be, being only about as large as a 
ripe fig. Its shape is very similar to that of a 
pear and if you get a small picture of an organ 
about as large as a fig, bluish-green in color, 


shaped like a pear and lying on its side with the 
stem end pointing toward the middle of the body, 
you will have a fairly good mental picture of the 
normal gall bladder. 

The inside of the organ is covered with 
mucous membrane, which becomes stained the 
color of the bile which is stored in the gall blad- 
der. 
whose work is to cause the gall bladder to con- 
tract, and thus to empty out part of the bile when 
the latter is needed during the processes of 
digestion. 

If you will get out your books on anatomy 
and look up the relationship of the liver, the 
gall bladder and their associated ducts or pas- 
sages, you will find that from the liver there 
emerges a duct or tube about an inch long and 
about as big around as a goose quill. This joins 
another duct coming from the gall bladder and 
after these unite, they make another tube about 
three inches long which extends downward until 
it reaches the wall of the duodenum or small 
intestine. At this point the tube pierces the wall 
of the latter organ and empties into it at a point 
about three inches below the exit of the stomach. 
This lower tube is called the common bile duct 
and is joined by still another duct coming from 
the pancreas. 

The ducts coming from the liver and gall 
bladder which later join to form one passage, 
very much resemble a capital “Y” with one 
branch coming from the liver, and the second 
branch coming from the gall bladder, and both 
joining to make the bottom part of the “Y.” 

The gall bladder is nothing more than an 
enlargement at the end of its own duct, which 
enlargement has been provided to supply a place 
where bile is stored when it is not needed for 
digestion. The duct simply enlarges at one end, 
forming a pocket or pouch large enough to hold 
about three tablespoonfuls of bile. 

Down near the bottom of the “Y” there occurs 
a ring-like muscle or sphincter which is able to 
close aff the bottom of the passage by contract- 
ing. When the bile is needed for digestion, this 
opens and allows the bile to flow on through. 
After food has been eaten, been mixed in the 
stomach with the stomach acid, and then re- 
leased into the small intestine, the acid mixture 
seems to stimulate this muscle in exactly the 
right way to cause it to open, and the alkaline 
bile and the pancreatic juices then mix with the 
meal, where they perform their valuable work of 
aiding digestion. 

When food is not being digested, the ring-like 
muscle stays closed and the bile secreted by the 
liver is unable to escape, backing up along the 
bottom part of the “Y” and following the fork 
which leads to the gall bladder, finally entering 
this organ. 

At the time when bile is required for diges- 
tion, the walls of the gall bladder contract thus 
serving to empty out part of the bile, in some- 
what the same manner as pressure on a rubber 
bulb will cause any fluid on the inside to empty. 

That is the brief story of the gall bladder, 
which in spite of being so small comparatively 
speaking, causes so much trouble when it be- 
comes “sick.” In tomorrow’s article I will go on 
with the story of the gall bladder. Watch for it 
in this newspaper. 


QWESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—H. R. asks: “Can you tell me if 
metal heel and toe protectors are injurious to 
sight and hearing? Do you recommend rubber 
heels?” 

ANSWER—Metal heel and toe protectors 
would have no effect on the sight or hearing. 
Rubber heels are useful because they absorb 
some of the jar of walking. 

QUESTION—H.G.W, asks: “Should not cot- 
tage cheese and raw carrots and other raw foods 
be fed children three years of age?” 

ANSWER—Children of three years may be 
fed any foods suitable for adults. The foods you 
have mentioned may often be used to advantage, 
but the proportions and combinations of foods 
must be carefully watched.

ANSWER — If the olfactory nerve was 
severely injured by the treatments it may not be 
possible to restore the sense of smell, but I have 
observed many cases which were at least par- 
tially cured when the cause was due chiefly to 
catarrh of the nasal membranes.

DELAY REFORM 

Quite possibly then we shall be-! 
fin to quarrel about our respective 
pet methods, quite as much as we 
shall quarre] about the cause. 

Quarrels about causes and meth-)| 
ods have delayed more reforms 
than all the “retrogressives” in the 
world have even been able to en-! 
compass, for while the people are 
inveigled into endless futile argu- 
ment their enemies impose their! 
own will. 


TAKE ACTION 
Let us then first seek points on 
which we can agrec to act together!

(1) That we know perfectly well 


that the materials which we need,

(4) That the goods are undoubted-| 
ly there, actually, or potentially, 
and, since they are there in such 
abundance there manifestly, 
plenty for everybody | 

(5) That quite reasonable, 
therefore, that each one of us| 
should join in unitedly demand- 
ing a share of this plenty, and 
equally certain, since there ‘s an| 
abundance of everything: 

(6) That, in order to enjoy our 
share, there is no need to deprive) 
anyone else of their share, or of 
anything which they now possess | 
So why not make this evident to} 

everybody from the very first and| 

thus prevent all opposition to our| 
demands arising from fear of con-| 
fiscation or deprivation’ 

In all the existing real wealth in| 
the world is so little compared with 
what could be made and distributed 
that it is not worth quarreling 
ébout 

Let us act together to demand our 
share of this potential abundance 

And let us be determined from the | 

very outset of our association that} 

we will act—not lament, Because, 
with the individual who is tired to 
death of hearing about “poverty in} 
the midst of plenty.” So much is| 
poken and written which stops at) 

a mere recitation of these cirecum-

MEET OPPOSITION 
Indignation, however, will not, 
by itself, accomplish anything, and 
of those urged by it to act effective-| 
ly, remarkably few people bave | 
either the time, or the knowledge, 
to be able to judge whether any, 
particular “ism,” or system, will 
prove an effectual cure 
Even if an individual has se- 
lected, and studied, a particular 
remedy, with su ficient care | 
and application, to feel confi- 
dent that he has found, at least 
one solution, he will still have 
to meet the opposition of nearly 
everybody clee, whenever be

For 
the party politicians are experts at) 
introducing questions which will! 
divide the electors into evenly bal-) 
anced antagonisms, each seeking to 
befog the other with a smoke 
screen of party bias, such as Lib-| 
eralism, Conservatism, Communism, 
and other sorts of high-sounding. 
meaningless phrases. Thus 


whilst the people argue, the un- 
scrupulous get together to press 
junitedly for results which they 


know well enough they definitely) 
want. 


ABOUT METHODS 

For whilst the people squabble 
among themselves about methods 
they cannot exert compelling pres- 
sure upon those who should secure 
for them the results which they 
desire. 

The consequence is their gov- 
ernments which should be,their 
servants, find more pressure ¢x- | 
erted on them by bankers, and 
other vested interests, for e¢x- 
ample, rather than by the peo- 
ple. For, as Roosevelt once said 
when accused of yielding to the 
Pressure of “the interests,”— 
“Politicians are here to yield to 
pressure.” 

The question for the people then 
and every individual who is a unit 
of the people, is “how can we ex- 
ert pressure to secure the results 
we desire from our servants—the 
politicians, and governments — so 
that they obey us, rather than high, 
finance, or follow the policy dic- 
tated by other parties opposed to 
ours.” 

To answer this _ self-proposed 
question satisfactorily, it is neces- 
sary that each individual in a de- 
mocracy should thoroughly under- 
stand the very simple nature of that 
form of government. 


HAS NOT FAILED 

One sees quite a lot of assertion 
nowadays that democracy has failed 
It has not failed, any more than has 
Christianity—for neither of them 
have ever yet been fairly tried 

Perhaps the most harmful ut- 
terance democracy has ever had 
to suffer is that of Abram Lin- 
coln when he said “Democracy | 
is government of the people, by 
the people, for the people.” Be- | 
cause the most superficial ex- 
amination of this dictum has | 
shown it to be false, and that 
the people are quite unable to | 
govern; are unfitted. in every | 
way, to say how things shail be 
rightly ordered. 

Such matters are for technicians 
of all kinds. They comprise sub-| 
jects so technical that relatively 
few are able to understand even so 
little as the meaning of the word: 
in which each method has to be 
discussed. Methods should, there- 
fore, be left to the technicians. 

What then should be left for the| 
people to do? 

Now, it is with no desire to dis-! 
parage the people, or to belittle 
them, in any way, or underestimate, 
the intelligence of any of the in-| 
dividuals comprising the people | 
But, for the purpose of arriving at 
the nature of democracy, a body of 
electors can be most accurately de- 
scribed, from a psychological point 
of view, as a “mob.” 

The reason why that word is se-| 
lected is due to the fact that the 
psychology of mobs has received a} 
considerable amount of | scientific) 
attention, and much is now known 
regarding them—what they can, 
and cannot, do and how they re-| 
spond to various urges. It is known| 
for instance, quite definitely, that! 
however intelligent the individuals 
comprising a mob may be, it is im-! 
possible for a mob to reason; it can/ 
only feel. | 
WANTS RESULTS 

We cannot reasonably expect a 
mob to argue to finality, which is 
the best way of devising an effici-| 
ent method, we can only credit it 
with being able to say the results 
which it likes, and wants, or does 
not like and doesn't want. For) 
every democratic government made! 
provision for the people to vote 
against results as well as for them 
there would be some startling rev- 
elations. 


With all this in mind, we have 
to keep steadily conscious of the 
fact that if we want efficiency 
from any mechanism, we must 
not ask of any part comprising 
it, performance of a task for 
which it is not equipped. 
Therefore, as we know that a mob) 
cannot reason regarding the best) 
method of doing a thing, we must 
never ask electors how things shall! 
be done but what results they de-! 
sire. Electors must get together t 
tell governments what they want—! 
they must not wait as they do now 
for governments to give them what! 
they think is good for them 

For practically everybody knows, 
with exactitude, the results that he 
desires and the order in which he 
wants them. And no man can 
truthfully say that he knows what 
another man wants better than that 
man knows himself. Each of us 1s, 
consequently, the greatest living 
authority upon the resulls we de.) 
sire, and the order in which we 
want them 


WHAT RESULTS? 

Therefore, if we desire efficiency! 
in our democratic mechanism, we! 
must never ask the electors any- 
thing other than “What results do 
you desire?” and “In what order do! 
you want them?” That is the only 
type of question which it is within!

tablish Sino-Japanese 
Peace, He Says 


Rt. Rev. Paul Shinji Sasaki, 
one of the three native Anglican 
bishops in Japan, who has spent 
the past two months lectaring on 
his country in 37 Canadian cities, 
arrived in Edmonton Saturday. 
Coming to Halifax from Edin- 
burgh where he represented Japan 
at the Church of England confer- 
ence, he served at the Synod in 
Halifax in the. same capacity. 
Rev. Sasaki is bishop at Nuagoya, 
mid-Japan, a city which is half- 
way between Tokyo and Osaka. 
“About 28,000 Japanese take com- 

munion in our church,” the Bishop 
told a Bulletin reporter, “and we 
are adding several thousand more 
converts to that list every year 
There are 200,000 protestants in 
Japan and 100,000 of the Romm 
Catholic faith, but on the other 
hand there are 17,000,000 Budhists 
with 50,000 priests alone; so you 
see our task is a large one,” he 
added,
